There also Is a new provision in 
the hill whi< h is intended to comply 
with the president’s suggestion that 
borrowers should he protected from 
their creditors. 
This requires an ex­ 
tension of existing lotyiM that 
are 
nearly due by the first creditor be­ 
fore the farmer who indicates his in ­ 
tention to engage in diversification 
<-.«* obtain money. 
The 
committee 
also 
eliminated 
from the hill Hie provision that 2 
per cent of the appropriation shall he 
expended in the District of Columbia 
and elsewhere for 
administration. 
That will be taken care of in the 
regular appropriation for the d e p a rt­ 
ment of agriculture so that the e n ­ 
tire $ 5 0 ,OOO,(MHI set aside 
for 
the 
benefit of the farmer* may be lent 
them. 
As in tile hill as flrat drafted 
loans are to lie made for not exceed­ 
ing five years. 
The secretary of a g ­ 
ricultu re is authorized to avail him­ 
self of tile services of the experts of 
state college* and of the county a g ­ 
ents in th e se state* where loans are 
made.

A study of the map 
shows a lot of black alone the upper Pacific coast, the north boun­ 
dary of the United States with the exception of Idaho, some 
more black from New Hampshire to Maryland, from South Caro­ 
lina to Florida on the Atlantic coast, and a considerable blackness 
aion# the Gulf of Mexico. 
Not one state looms white, the nearest 
approach being Idaho, Kansas, and Ctah where nonenforcement 
amounts to 5 per cent. 
Some hiurh nonenforcement is shown by New* York south 95 
per cent. California north 95. Connecticut 80, Georgia coast 90, 
New Jersey 80. Our own Minnesota is rated 50 per cent. 
Computing the percentage column in this record of nonen­ 
forcement is not mere guesswork. It is compiled from cases filed, 
disposed of, sentences imposed and number pending on the dockets 
of the various federal districts in the United States. 
“We have had prohibition four years," says Mr. O’Donnell.

I feel the public is entitled to 
know that in the conduct of such action no one is shielded for 
any party, political or other reason. 
“Counsel (chosen from both political parties) will be in­ 
structed to prosecute these cases in the courts so that if there is 
any guilt it will be punished; if there is any civil liability it will 
be enforced; if there is any fraud it will be revealed; and. if there 
are any contracts which are illegal, they will be cancelled. 
“Every law will be enforced and every right of the people and 
the government will be protected.”

Promoters of the Tournament of H o se s rommitt.ee, who stage Hie annual 
game, have not gone cold on fo o tb a ll as a drawing card, but the difficulty in 
getting teams to play in the game is becoming increasingly great. 
Pacific ('oast teams are opposing the idea of being exploited for the 
profit of a private enterprise and in this opposition they are beginning to 
take the stand that was adopted several years ago by the real reputable and 
high standing eastern universities. 
The big eastern universities and the members of tin* western conference 
feared that in accepting expenses and a certain guarantee, as a share of the 
gate receipts, they were stepping dangerously close to the professional clas­ 
sification and that they were guilty at least of commercialization cd their 
name. 
Trainers and coaches of the big teams opposed the idea, atter some of 
them had had the experience of making the trip, because* it was toe) much 
of a physical strain on the team and that nothing was to he accomplished 
by keeping a team in training more* than a month after the close of the 
regular season. 
The University of California, with a championship team, has twice de­ 
clined an invitation to represent the* west in the1 tournament of looses game 
and conditions are said to have become 
ne Ii that die* Pacific ('oast conference 
may “outlaw” the game. 
According to newspaper reports, Commander Myron McCandless in­ 
sisted so strongly in having some concessions rnaele* that some of the* officials 
of the committee threatened to go to Washington to “get him.” 
As far as the east is concerned, the* Pasadena game is definitely dead. 
The Navy-Washington game this year was practically ignored in the east, 
through the general belief that the game meant nothing. 
If a. game on the regular schedule could he arranged between eastern 
and far western teams and could he played under the auspices of college 
authorities, something could he accomplished. 
It is probable that such games will be arranged in the future. 
Many of 
the big eastern teams arrange an open date on their schedule just preceding 
their last and biggest game of the season. This arrangement might he made 
so as to provide for a trip to the Pacific Coast. 
The eastern team, for instance, could arrange a game on the coast for 
the last Saturday of November and leave the preceding Saturday an open 
date. Some time would he lost from studies, however, hut plenty of time is 
lost under the present conditions.
